I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959» 
Home  Population 

The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  was  A, 820 
which  represents  an  increase  of  20  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  60  an  increase  of  5  over  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  crude  birth-rate  of  12.43  was  accordingly  higher  than  that  of  11.46 
in  1958,  and  the  adjusted  rate  of  13*02  taken  from  the  Registrar  General’s 
Comparability  Factor,  was  also  higher  than  that  of  12.03  for  1938.  (it  should, 
however,  be  kept  in  mind  that  these  and  the  following  figures  are  too  small 
for  the  purpose  of  statistical  comparisons  and  that  small  fluctuations  influence 
the  rates  much  more  than  they  would  if  the  population  were  large.) 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  male  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  rate  was  accordingly  16.39, 
and  was  lower  than  that  of  20.7  for  England  and  Wales. 


Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  and  were  due  to:- 

(l)  (a)  Toxaemia 

(b)  Gastro-enteritis 


(2)  (a)  Septicaemia 

(b)  Peritonitis 

(c)  Ruptured  Liver  Abscess 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  therefore  33»3,  as  compared  with 
22.0  for  England  and  Wales. 


Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  99  (49  M,  50  F)  and  the  crude 
death  rate  was  accordingly  18.46,  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General' s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed,  as  for  births,  from  a 
population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution,  becomes  reduced  to  9*78 
and  is  lower  than  that  of  11.6  for  England  and  Wales.  The  high  crude  death- 
rate  is  due  to  the  higher  mortality  in  the  Chronic  Sick  Hospital  within  the 
Borough. 

As  expected,  the  chief  cause/v^as^Seart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and 
Vascular  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System  of  which  there  were  67  J  these  are  the 
most  common  natural  causes  of  death  amongst  the  aged. 


Six  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the 
Heart,  the  ratio  of  male  to  female  deaths  having  been  5  to  1 .  It  is  usual  for  these 
deaths  to  predominate  amongst  the  males  and  might  be  related  to  the  greater  tensions 
to  which  thej"  are  exposed  and  probably  also  t'o  more  excessive  smoking.  The  ages 
at  death  were  M.  59,  69,  69,  70,  76,  and  F.  83  years. 

The  second  highest  cause  of  deaths,  also  as  expected,  was  Cancer  of  which 
:  there  were  16,  including  one  death  from  Leukaemia.  The  majority  of  these  were 
aged  persons  who  are  less  inclined  to  seek  medical  advice  as  early  as  the 
insidious  nature  of  this  disease  will  allow. 
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Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  six  deaths,  significantly  all  males. 

The  ages  at  death  were  57,  70,  70,  76,  77  and  78  years.  Only  one  of 
those  deaths  was  from  West  View  Chronic  Sick  Hospital,  where  a  patient 
must  have  been  an  in-patient  for  six  months  or  more  before  the  registration 
of  the  death  is  assigned  to  the  District  in  which  the  Hospital  is  situated. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  hypothesis  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco 
smoke  over  a  prolonged  number  of  years  is  either  a  primary  or  contributory 
cause  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung  has  weighty  statistical  evidence  to  support  it. 

The  other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  were  no  deaths 
due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  the  expected  bi-ennial  epidemic  of  Measles  and  a  small  number 
of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  the  Borough  was  free  from  all  the  other  infectious 
diseases,  which  is  illustrative  of  the  advanced  modern  progress  achieved  in 
measures  of  prevention.  For  example  there  are  sound  reasons  for  optimism 
that  the  national  campaign  to  promote  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  is 
meeting  with  success  as  remarkable  as  that  of  vaccination  against  Smallpox 
and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Measles 

A  total  of  206  cases  were  notified.  An  outbreak  of  this  infectious  illnes; 
may  be  anticipated  when  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children  has 
aggregated;  the  virus  becomes  rapidly  disseminated  throughout  class-rooms  in 
the  catarrhal  phase  when  it  is  most  infectious  and  when  parents  confuse  the 
illness  with  the  common  cold,  and  it  is  therefore  impracticable  to  prevent  its 
propagation. 

Rarely,  serious  complications  occur  and  these  are  in  order  of  frequency: 

(l)  Broncho-pneumonia,  (2)  Otitis  Media  and  (3)  Acute  Encephalitis  or  Myelo- 
encephalitis. 


Whooping  Cough 

Sixteen  cases  of  this  distressful  illness  were  notified. 

Fortunately,  a  vaccine  is  being  used  which  it  is  hoped  will  as  effectively 
prevent  this  illness,  as  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  proved.  Vaccinatic 
is  available  through  the  family  Doctor  or  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  an 
increasing  number  of  infants  are  being  inoculated  each  year,  which  should 
correspondingly  reduce  the  number  of  cases  occurring  each  year. 

Broncho-pneumonia  which  is  its  chief  complication,  is  not  as  common 
as  it  was  in  former  years. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  notable  to  record  that  no  new  cases  of  Respiratory  or  N on-Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  having  regard  to  the  greatly 
improved  modem  facilities  for  ascertainment  it  may  be  concluded  that  there  are 
no  open  infective  cases  in  the  Borough.  Also  the  absence  of  Bovine  cases  denote 
the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies  of  which  only  Designated  Milks  such  as  Tuberculin 
Tested  and/or  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised  may  now  be  sold. 

Modern  measures  of  prevention  and  treatment  have  achieved  supremacy  over 
this  disease  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  man  for  centuries  and  future 
generations  may  look  forward  with  optimism  to  its  complete  eradication. 

In  summary,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  public  health  of  the  Borough  was 
very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  you 
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for  your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  also  the 
staff  for  their  efficient  co-operation.
